With regard to correspondence carried on by 
Lee Harvey Oswald with persons in the Soviet Union, as you 
know, some of this correspondence is currently being fully 
translated at your request and upon completion of this 
translation, copies or the pertinent letters will be 
furnished to CIA, „ . 

As you requested, this Bureau will furnish CIA 
communications on a current basis which fall into the 
general areas outlined in your letter.
